Stemman then 
turned and rushed into the barn. Pointing 
the revolver directly at the base of his brain 
he pulled the trigger and in an instant he was 
a corpse.

Archbishop Katzer tonight ascended to the

bishop’s assumption of 
his high office. This 
afternoon the | Arch- 
bishop ‘surrendered the 
Rishopric of the Green 
Bay diocese, from 

ARCHBISHOP KATZER. which he had been pro- 
moted to the Archbishopric of Milwaukee, and 
arrived here tonight with a large escort. A 
special train had been provided for the occa- 
sion. When it left here for Green Bay this 
morning it included six coaches, which were 
decorated on the outside with the national 
colors.. They contained about 300 of the 
clergy and laity of the diocese who had been 
selected as the Archbishop’s escort on his trip 
to Milwaukee. After their arrival in Green 
Bay the escort gathered at St. Francis Xavier 
Church, where the Archbishop said the especial 
prayer for the journey, after which he was 
escorted to the train. Two more coaches had 
been added to the special train at Green Bay 
to accommodate the escort from that 
city. The start from Green Bay 
was made at 4 o’clock. On the route 
to Milwaukee stops weie made a Kaukauna, 
Appleton, Neenah, Oshkosh, Fond au Lac, and 
West Bend. At all of these points the people 
gathered in large numbers about the depot 
and at each the Archbishop made a short ad- 
dress, 

At 8:55 o’clock the special train pulled into 
the Northwestern depot. Here the Reception 
committee was in waiting, together with 
ninety-five societies, the representatives of all 
the Catholic churches in the city.

FURTHER RISE IN THE COLORADO DESERT 


The Lake Believed to Be Fed by a Sub- 
terranean Stream. . 

Tucson, Ari., June 30.—[Special. }—Advices 
from Yuma say the water in the Colorado 
desert basin continues to rise. Two cars at 
Salton, which is five miles from the main 
track of the Southern Pacific, is five feet in 
water. Today a Whitehall boat was brought 
down from Santa Monica with a crew who are 
exploring the lake. They claimed Indian run- 
ners encircled the lake today and it is certain 
the lake is fed from a subterranean source, as 
no surface inlet was discovered. Artesian 
wells in the basin have ceased to flow.

KENTUCKY’S FAMOUS BULL CALF CASE. 


It Has Been Pending in the Courts for Six- 
teen Years and Is Still Unsettled. 
LovisvIIIx, Ky., June 30.—[Special. |—The 
famous bull case, which has almost rent Ken- 
tucky in twain by the bitterness by which it 
has been fought in ‘the courts, was decided 
again yesterday in the Common Pleas Court 
at Versailles. The case has been in the courts 
for fifteen years and has cost $100,000. Both 
Seuatort from Kentucky, the silver-tongued 
Breckinridge, Congressman from the Ashland 
district, and a host of minor orators were em- 
ployed.

Little to Be Saved from the Wreck of the 
American Trust Company. 

New York, June 30.— [Special. — Receiver 
J. Edward Simmons of the American an 
and Trust company is at work on his pre- 
liminary report and will file it in a week or 
ten days probably. 

Mr. Simmons would not say anything, but 
from other sources it was learned that the 
wreck of the concern has been so complete 
that the stockholders have no prospect of re- 
ceiving a single cent. There is so little 
left that even the preferred creditors,

RUSHING IN TINPLATE, 


Fiforts to Escape the McKinley Duty, 
Which Goes into Effect Today. 


New York, June 30.—[ Special. |—There was 
a rush of tin at the custom-house today in or- 
der toavoid the McKinley duty, which goes 
into effect tomorrow. The old rate is one cent 
a pound and the new rate is two and two- 
tenths of a cent. The large increase in duty 
has inspired importers to get in as large sup- 
pee as possible under the one-cent rate. 

uring the last month the importa- 
tions and the withdrawals from bond for 
consumption have been heavy.

STILL CLIMBING UPWARD. 


Continued Improvement in Stocks in Well 
Street. 

New Yorx, June 30.—[Special. }|—The free 
offermgs of sterling bills noted last evening 
continued today and rates were reduced. Con- 
sequently no gold was engaged for tomorrow’s 
steaniers, and the upward movement in 
stocks was continued and stimulated by the 
purchase of some 25,000 shares by arbitrage 
houses. Wheat of the new crop has begun to 
arrive at Chicago, and Messrs. Drexel, Mor- 
gan & Co. were for the first time noted as 
conspicuous sellers of sterlmg exchange. 
This had a distinct effect on the stock 
market. The grangers are all. up 1 to 14¢ per 
cent and the net advance in many active issues 
is sharper. Missouri Pacific closed 1% 
1 Louisville 2%, Atchison 1%, an 
Union Pacific 23¢, although the final figures 
were a trifle below the best. What 
frightened the shorts more than anything else 
was a belief that the advance was the result 
of a concerted movement by leading bulls 
to give them a squeeze.

BRADSHAW LOANED UNCLE SAM’S FUNDS. 


The Collector of the Customs Department 
of Puget Sound in Hot Water. 

Tacoma, Wash., June 30.—[ Special. ]|—Spe- 
cial Agent Mulkey of the Treasury Depart- 
ment has just concluded a thorough investiga- 
tion of the Customs Department of Puget 
Sound and has unearthed evidence tending to 
show that Collector Bradshaw has used gov- 
ernment money for the payment of private 
indebtedness and in making loans to private 
individuals, The total amount used in this 
way aggregates over $8,000, and the system 
has been carried on since March, 1890, to the 
present month, when C ollector Bradshaw 
founa himself deficient and thereupon 
endeavored to compromise the matter with 
the department by depositing the amount 
of the deficit to the credit of the government. 
A large portion of the money was given to 
Judge Sachs of the Superior Court, who

With this money opium was 
purchased at United States Marshal’s auction 
sale. Money thus taken was also used to pay 
tailors’ and other bills, and on one occasion was 
loaned to a Port Townsend bank.

As Read by a Catholic, 


Members of the Union Catholic Library Associ 
ation heard an interesting paper last night on the 
Monk and Knight,“ the recently published his- 
torical novel of the Rev. Dr. F. W. Gunsaulus. 
The paper had been prepared and was read by 
Marcus Kavanaugh. So far as the story was 
concerned, he said, it was intefesting, and the 
literary ability of the author was unquestioned, 
but the writer had taken the liberty accorded the 
author of fiction in manufacturing historical 
facts and belitcling historical characters.

THE REVOLT AGAINST QUAYISM. 

It is only a few days since Senator Quay 
was reported as saying he would not be at the 
head of the Republican committee in 1892, 
from which it is fair to infer also that he does 
nut contemplate being the leader of his party 
in Pennsylvania. If Senator Quay is correct- 
ly reported he will find his excellent infen- 
tions heartily indorsed by the address which 
has just been issued by prominent Republic- 


ans of that State calling upon him for his re- | 


tirement as an active factor in its political af. 
fairs. It, therefore, he is in earnest, this ad- 
dress will lend expedition to his intentions 
and he will promptly resign and retire to fish- 
ng in Florida or such other diversion as 
may suit his tastes. 3 

The Republicans can have Ho surer prestige 
of victory in Pennsylvania than that which 
will come by emancipation from Quayism. 
Without laying any stress upon the charges of 
financial dishonesty brought against him, 
which hate not yet been demonstrated cate- 
gorically, and which indeed are of no account 
when compared with the crookedness of a 
dozen or more Democratic State Treasurers, 
it still remains true that a sufficient number 
of Pennsylvania Republicans have repudiated 
his methods to make victory impossible if he 
retains the leadership of his party in 1892. 
The test of this sentiment last fall was satis- 
factory and final. The eampaign was made 
upon the sole issues of vindicating his meth- 
ods and at the-same time of electing a candi- 
date for Governor who was distasteful to the 
majority of. the party, but who was forced 
upon it at his dictation. The result was the 
defeat of his methods and his candidate in the 
national stronghold of Republicanism. Had 
Senator Quay been a man of finer sensibilities 
he would have withdrawn then and there, after 
such an expression of the want of popular 
confidence in him. , 

Since that time the developments in Phila- 
delphia connected with the looting of the 
State Treasury, the. City Treasury, and the 
school funds have emphasized the necessity 
that the Republicans shall throw off all their 
impedimenta, reorganize the party on sounder 
principles, and select only first-class men for 
their candidates, and one of the heaviest of 
these incumbrances is Quayism. The good 
work already has been commenced in Phila- 
delphia, but there can be no hope for the Re- 
publicans if Quay is suffered to retain control 
and dictate nominations to the Legislature and 
State offices. The address in question formu- 
lates. serious charges against Senator Quay. It 
affirms that his methods are corrupt; that his 
Jeadership is “‘ absolute in its control, unscrup- 
ulous in its methods, disastrous in its results; 
that he violates express party pledges and de- 
fies the will of the majority; that his theory of 
spoils has led to the disaster of a looted treas- 
ury; that his tools in the Legislature have de- 
feated ballot reform; and hence it is concluded 
that the politi. d methods adopted must be 
discontinued, and in their place must be sub- 
stituted only those consistent with sound 
morals and with the practice of honorable 
men.” The question is a simple one, however. 
The political revolution of last fall was occa- 
sioned by Quayism alone. There can be no 
hope of success in 1892 with Quayism control- 
ling the. campaign. Why then should not 
Pennsylvania Republicans abandon it, or are 
they eager for another defeat? 


THE AMERICAN HOG. 

Out of nearly a thousand hogs microscop- 
ically examined for trichina at the Stock- 
Yards in this city five have been found to be 
infested with this undesirable entozoon, and 
the carcasses were promptly disposed of in 
such a way as to prevent the flesh from being 
eaten by human beings. The report. of the 
discovery causedso much apprebension among 
a-few feeble-minded persons that some of 
them asked to have the information suppressed, 
when a moment’s thought should have satis- 
fied them there was not only nothing to con- 
ceal, but that it is desirable to have the facts 
known as widely as possible. The knowledge 
should cause confidence instead of distrust 
in regard to the healthfulness of such Amer- 
ican hogs as have successfully passed scrutiny 
by the government inspectors. 

The hog is well known to be one of a few 
animals that are liable to be infested with 
trichina. How it gets it, whether by the eat- 
ing of rats or otherwise, does not alter the 
fact, but itis important to know that in the 
swine’s case it is not infectious, except as one 
animal may eat what has passed through the 
body of another. Hence, under ordinary con- 


ditions of feeding and keeping, the corn-fed 


American hog is free from the pest, and the 
tainted exceptions do not affect the character 
of the rest any more than does the existence 
of a broken horn on a steer. There is this im- 
portant difference, that before he has done 
mischief the trichina can only be discovered 
by painstaking observation, and that work is 
confided to the official inspectors, of whom 
a sufficient force is now at the Stock- 


- Yards to guarantee the integrity of every ani- 


mal the flesh of which is exported, though not 
at present of all that are offered for home con- 
sumption. Their work furnishes an absolute 
test, and their examinations ought to be ac- 
cepted as conclusive—far more so than if it 
were known that they claim not to have tound 
trichina in any of the animals passed in re- 
view under the microscope. 

In reality the matter would be of no conse- 
quence if it were not that the inspection forms 
a shield against dangerous and perhaps fatal 
results of the folly of eating animal food that 
has not been thoroughly cooked. Lhe trichina 
is far from being the only parasite that in- 
fests the bodies of the animals. the 
flesh of which is eaten by human beings, 
Every one on the list is liable to be the habi- 
tation of numerous separate organisms, all of 
which would be repulsive if seen under the 
microscope, though not so dangerous as is the 
little worn which bores its way through the 
muscles of its victim. All of these are killed 
off completely: by the heat required for thor- 
ouch cooking of the food, which is well known 


to be much more healthfu! in other respects 
than the partial process which contents the 


many from epicurean or other reasons. The 
official inspection for trichina is actually of 
no value to those who will not eat pork that is 
partially raw, and because of this the protection 
is not wanted so much in the United States as 
in some of the countries of Europe. If the 
Germans would only cook their animal food 


before eating it they would not require a safe- 


guard in the shape of inspection. As many of 
them will persist in acting like those of the 
lower animals who devour their food without 
the pretense of ‘cooking it, the United States 
Government has voluntarily undertaken to 
shieid them from the legitimate consequences 


» | of their folly by rejecting from their consign- 
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When the leaders of the Mormon party in 
‘Utah suddenly come forward and ꝓrofess that 
they are ready to support suitable men for of- 
fice without any regard to religious belief and 
that they have no desire to exercise political 
control over the members of the Mormon 
Church it is time for the people of this coun- 
try to fear the Greeks bearing gifts.” The 
interviews with President Woodruff and 
George Q. Cannon recently published have an 
air of careful preparation and premeditated- 
ness about them which, tosay the least, is 
suspicious. Their purpose is clear enough. 
They would have the country belive that by 
the dissolution ‘of the local People’s party, 
which is the Mormon Church party as opposed to 
the Liberal or Gentile party, henceforward all 
local issues are to be abandoned, the politics 
of the Territory will be divided on national 
issues only, the Mormon Church question will 
be a dead question, and nothing need stand in 
the way of the immediate admission of Utah 
to the Union. 

This is the scheme which the Mormon lead- 
ers have suddenly sprung, undoubtedly with 
the knowledge and consent of Democratic 
demagogues. It will bear watching. The 
Republicans of Utah already are alive to its 
danger. The Territorial committee has 
sounded the alarm that a division on party 
lines would be a fatal mistake, as it would 
place the absolute rule of the Territory in the 
hands of the Mormons; that it would result in 
giving Statehood to the Territory, and that 
Statehood would be under the control of the 
Mormon theocracy, The Salt Lake Tribune, 
that strenuous foe of Mormonism, sees the 
trick and says: : 

When three or four years ago the saints were 
declaring that if torn limb from limb they never 
would abandon polygamy; that it was part of 
their religion ; that to deny its divinity would be 
to deny the divinity of him who commanded it, 
there was not an apostate Mormon, not one who 
knew the real purposes and designs of the chiefs 
of,the creed, who did not insist that, notwithstand- 
ing all that, when a real pressure came which di- 
rectly threatened the political power of the 
church there would be at least a seeming abandon- 
ment of the plural wife business. Hence when 
the manifesto came last summer these men said: 
„ told you so. Now, the next thing will be a de- 
mand for Statehood, and the struggle will be to 
secure it so that its code can be fixed by a Mormon 
Legislature and Governor before the Gentiles can 
become strong enough to keep out of the code 
what would tie the State to the wheels of the 
Mormon Juggernaut forever.“ 

In the light of present movements, who says the 
prediction was uot a pertinent one? If that was 
and is the purpose, what shrewder plan could 
have been desired than the one that is being 
worked out? Under it is there any Mormon chief 
who cannot look at the completed pinnacles on 
the temple and say:; We have been true. The 
temple is being completed in the same spirit and 
with the same purposes in the hearts of the peo- 
ple that warmed the hearts of those who laid its 
solid foundations. It is here that our kingdom is 
to be established, and if we can but secure State- 
hood will not the Lord be here ruling by daily 
revelations directly through his chosen priest- 
hood? It is a clear case. 

The Gentile element in Utah will make a 
fatal mistake if it gives up its organization or 
is tempted to weaken its ranks by listening to 
the seductive promises of the cunning Mor- 
mon hierarchy. Its conversion to decency is 
too swift and spontaneous to be accepted. 
This same hierarchy is working too indus- 
triously to secure converts and add to the 
Mormon population to make one believe the 
church has no desire to control politics. The 
Mormon Church is still as strong and compact 
a political organization as it ever was. It has 
made no. pretense of abandoning polygamy. 
If Utah should be admitted while that church 
still retained its power it would result in the 
control of the new State by it, in the return of 
the People’s or Mormon party to power, and 
in the establishment of Mormonism and po- 
lygamy as State institutions and beyond any 
danger of interference from the General Gov- 
ernment. As a State the majority of its peo- 
ple would devote their first allegiance to the 
polygamous theocracy, and there would be no 
help for it. The Territorial committee is 
right when it advises 


that Utah is not yet prepared to accept the trust 


of Statehood because the majority of her people 
still maintain a higher allegiance to the theocra- 
cy under which they have all their lives served 
than to the Government of the United States; 
that the material and political interests of Utah 
imperatively demand that united action of the 
loyal people of the Territory until there shall be 
absolute and unqualified abandonment of polyga- 
my, and until reasonable evidence shall be sup- 
plied that the men who control the Mormon 
Church have finally determined upon-a complete 
separation of Church and State in this Territory. 


TEARING UP STREETS FOR NEW GAS 
MAINS, 

Tae TUN showed the other day that 
there was no real economy in giving a ne 
gas company permission to tear up the streets 
in order to supply gas unless the reduction in 
price was large enough! to counterbalance in 
some reasonable degree the destruction of 
pavements and the interference with t ..iness 
caused by the laying of new mains and house 
connections, especially in all the business 
part of the city. The fact was pointed out 
that the trifling reduction in the price of gas 
to a dollar a thousand feet would not be suf- 
ficient compensation for the damage done by 
granting a franchise to a new concern to rip 
up the streets, and that it shculd not have one 
unless it would supply illuminating gas at 
considerably less than a dollar. : 

In spite of these obvious facts the Commit- 
tee on Gas, Oil, and Electric Lights reported 
back the Economie ordinance without a 
change from the company’s own draft of it. 
Ald. Cooke, Powers, Wall, Cremer, W. J. 
O'Brien, Gorman, and Young were in favor of 
leaving the price at a dollar. The only man 
who voted against reporting the ordinance 
favorably was Kunz. One refused to vote. 
The Council deferred the subject and it will 
be a week before it comes up for final consid- 
eration. 

That gives the Aldermen time in which to 
reflect whether they are working for the inter- 
ests of their constituents by favoring an ordi- 
nance which will interfere very seriously with 
their business and shorten by a fourth the life 
of pavements for the laying of which they 
have paid a large amount of money. The or- 
dinance provides that the company shall make 
the pavements as good as they were before. 
But it will not. Every one knows it will not. 
All past experience proves that. "Therefore 
there should be provision for some compensa- 
tion to the property-owners unless they can 
get gas for enough less to make it worth 
their while to stand a present heavy loss of 
business and damage to their pavements. 
The laying of new mains will seriously inter- 
fere with the trade of every storekeeper, but 
there is no provision in the ordinance for indem- 
nification. Gas at 50 or 60 cents might recon- 
eile them to the damage sustained, but gas at a 
dollar, which the old companies will soon fur- 
nish, will not pay the public for the injury they 
will be subjected to. 

It may be a matter of indifference to an 
Alderman from Jefferson or some outside 
wards whether this ordinance passes or not, 
as he will say that it will not hurt his constit- 
uents, while the boodle will be ‘clear gain. It 
makes little difference whether the unpaved 
streets are ripped up or not, nor would this 
Economie company be likely to extend its 
mains to the suburbs. It should not be a mat- 
ter of indifference, however, to Aldermen 
representing wards where the streets have been 
improved and gas mains are already laid. The 
passage of this ordinance in its present shape 
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HOW WE GET RAIN. | 

A correspondent asks for information as to 
the process by which the air sucks up moist- 
ure the surfaces of oceans, lakes, rivers, 
and m earth, and lets it fall again in the 
shape of rain. Perhape the first part of the 
business can best be state- 
ment that all liquids tend to assume the form 
of vapor, the process evaporation being 
more rapid as the air p te on the surface 
of the liquid is lessened or ite temperature in- 
creased. This is why air takes up a portion 
of the water beneath it. The capacity of air 
for containing the vapor of water also varies 
with its temperature. At the melting point of 
ice (often inaccurately described as the freez- 
ing point of water) air will hold in 
suspension a quantity of water equal to one 
part in 160 of its own weight. The capacity is 
doubled for each increase of 27 degrees, so 
that at 59 air will nold one-gightieth and at 86 
degrees one-fortieth of its Weight of water. 
These are the limits of what is called “ satura- 
tion.” The air above the ocean is often near 
that point,’ while on land it is generally below 
it, and over wide arid areas the air is com- 
paratively dry, but always contains some 
vapor of water. This variation in capacity 
may be explained by the well-known fact that 
an increase of temperature drives farther 
asunder the constituent air particles in the 
atmosphere, and thus makes more room be- 
tween them for the holding of vapor. | 

It is easy to see from this that when air 
which is nearly saturated suffers a decrease in 
temperature it has to part with a portion of 
its contained moisture, which falls either as 
rain, snow, or hail, according to conditions 
that need not here be stated, This reduction 
of temperature may be caused in one of sev- 
eral ways, chief among which may be men- 
tioned the forcing of the air column to a 
greater altitude. This is sometimes effected 
by the meeting of two air currents in blow- 
ing around the circumferencé of a storm 
area, and thus is accounted for the cooling 
due to such meet! which has been dis- 
puted by some recent writers on meteor- 
ology. The higher a given volume of air 
is above the surface the colder it is, other 
things being equal, and the changes in eleva- 
vation would appear to be the chief causes 
of variation in temperature, except those 
due to the long since formulated law that the 
wind partakes of the character of the surface 
over which it blows. The set of the trade 
winds in the tropics is well understood to be 
determined by the warming of the land and 
water beneath them by the solar rays, in cou- 
junction with the rotation of the earth on her 
axis. It was for a long time thought that the 
currents in the temperate zones—other than 
the great one, which may be called the coin- 
plement of the trade wind system—could be 
referred to the same origin, but the meteor- 
ologists of today are not all agreed on that 
point. A most animated discussion on this 
subject has recently been held, prominently 
participated in by Dr. Hann in Europe and 
Lieut. Hazen in this country, and they have 
not yet settled it. But while they may lead 
up to new views of the causes that set air 
currents in motion and thus bring about the 
distribution of the moisture let down by the 
clouds there is not much danger they or any 
one else will disprove the statements here 
made in regard to the process by which water 
is taken up By the air and then allowed to 
drop back over other areas than those from 
which it was absorbed by the thirsty air,

THOSE “NINE MILLION FARM MORT- 
GAGES.” 

It is customary—though the custom is a 
poor one—to allow a stump speaker to be 
liberal in dealing with his facts, and not to 
hold him to too close an account when he plays 
havoc with figures. But the case is different 
when a man publishes semething under his 
own name in some leading magazine or paper. 
He is expected to verify his facts and be sure 
that all his assertions will pass muster. So it 
is not surprising perhaps, that for the last 
three months, since the publication of the 
Census Bulletin on mortgage indebtedness, 
the Alliance orators have been proclaiming 
that there were 9,000,000 mortgages on Ameri- 
can farms, but it is tume to call a halt when a 
man like Mr. Polk, the head of the Farmers’ 
Alliance, says in an article in the last number 
of the North American Review: 


The national records of this country show the 
existence of 9,000,000 of mortgages on the farms 
and homesteads of 63,000,000 of people—a mort- 
gage to every seven individuals, or a mortgage 
for every four families out of five. 


What the researches of the Census Bureau 
show is that during the ten years, 1880-’90, 
there were placed on recordin this country 
about 9,000,000 real-estate mortgages. The 
bureau did not say that there are 9,000,000 
mortgages in existence now, nor the half of 
that number, That statement was made first 
by some one who could not understand plain 
English, and every Alliance orator and writer 
has repeated it after him, without’ taking the 
small amount of trouble needed to verify the 
story, . 

Of these 9,000,000 mortgages, given chiefly 
for purchase money of land and town lots, the 
majority have been paid off. How many can- 
not be told yet, but probably about 6,000,000, 
It is often the case that one piece of property 
represents two or three mortgages. That 1s 
specially true of speculative land in or near 
„ booming’’ towns. The original owner sells 
to the first speculator, who gives a mortgage. 
The first speculator sells at an advanced price 
to asecond, and there is another mortgage. 
The second sells to the third and there is still 
another mortgage on the same town lot. 

Mr. Polk says there are nine million mort- 
gages on farms and homesteads.’’ An exam- 
ination of the census report would show him 
that these mortgages were made on farms, on 
city houses, on stores, on office buildings, on 
factories, mills, furnaces, theaters, and hotels. 
The total amount of the mortgages for the ten 
years in Jefferson County, Alabama, was 


815,870,000. Nearly all this borrowing was 


due to the rapid development of the iron- 
making city of Birmingham. Of the total 
amount borrowed $10,123,000 represented pur- 
chase money of lots and $3,200,000 improve- 
ments thereon, and $933,000 purchase and im- 
provements. There is no trace in that county 
of the loans of the “‘suffering farmer who has 
to borrow to pay his taxes and his grocery and 
dry-goods bill.“ 

When the detailed reports are printed it will 
be found that the bulk of the mortgage indebted- 
ness of Illinois in amount is in Chicago, and that 
it represents great office buildings and ware- 
houses and lots bought on speculation. It will 
be found that of the mortgages on Chicago 
homesteads the majority were given to build- 
ing associations, and represent not the distress 
of labor but its successful efforts to get homes. 

Mr. Polk’s treatment of this mortgage ques- 
tion is discreditable to him. It is an insult to 
the magazine which gave him the use cf its 
pages. It is a fraud on the readers, who, while 
they may be prepared to dispute his conclu- 
sions, yet assume that he has taken pains to 
be correct as to his facts. 


Ireland's Diminishing Population. 

The number of births and deaths in Ireland 
during the last ten years was: Births, 1,147,432; 
deaths, 879,779; increase, 267,665. The ‘absolute 
decrease is 468,674. This diminution of 9.1 per 
cent is double that of 1871-81, when it was only 4.4 
per cent, and is accounted for by the emigration of 
768,105 persons in the ten years, more than 80 per 
cent of whom went to the United States. Previous 
inquiries have shown that two-thirds of the emi- 
grants are persons between the ages of 20 and 45; 
and there can be no doubt that the wholesale de- 
parture of the young and vigorous leaves the re- 
maining population with an undue proportion of 
infirm and aged persons. The natural: increase 
of population is very small, and, as the two last 
enumerations have shown, early marriages are 
very rare and the Irish birth rate is abnormally 

ow when compared with that of England and 
other European countries.

TEN THOUSAND AT LINCOLN PARK. 


North Side Children Enjoy a Big Review 
and a Mammoth Lunch. 


Lincoln Park yesterday witnessed the first 
observation of Field Day by the Sunday- 
school workers of the North Side. More than 

persons were on the grounds,over 10,000 
of whom were children. Thirty-six schools, 
representing all the English, Swedish, and 
German Protestant churches of the North 
Side, sent full delegations. The children were 
astir early, and by 8 o’clock tae cable cars 
began to unload youthful cargoes at the park 
entrances.

The northern division, including ell the 
schools north of North avenue, met at Hal- 
sted street and Belden avenue, reaching Clark 
street by way of Park avenue, thence to the 
south entrance, on Clark. Both columns 
The schools were then 
assigned headquarters, where they assembled 
to arrange for their respective festivities, 
from 10 o’clock a. m. until noon was occupied 
in listening to the patriotic and sacred musie 
discoursed by the bands, witnessing the dis- 
play of daylight pyrotechnics, Barnum’s 
menagerie in air, and grotesque Japanese 
aerial tomimes. a

The Requirement of Intelligence Which 
Will Be Exacted. | 

The first examination of applicants for 
places on the police force will be held Satur- 
day in the Council chamber, where the Board 
of Examiners will sit. Fifty of the applicants 
have been notified to be present and the 
blanks for the examination are now being 
printed. ‘ 

Supt. McClaughry said yesterday that it was 
his purpose in selecting new blood for the 
department to get as good men as possible. 

“The position of patrolman,’’ said the 
Superintendent, is an important one, and 
the degree of intelligence of the officer has 
much to do with suppressing crime. An 
officer should be thoroughly posted on the 
law governing him. If heis he will know 
when to make an arrest and may be able to 
avoid mach trouble afterward and save the 
city much expense. 

* One trouble arises from officers not prop- 
erly noting the circumstances when an arrest 
is made. Cases are called and continued, and 
when finally called for trial the officer has for- 
gotten much that took place.

A new system of paying has been introduced in

Problem at River. n ee u f d 
the Ideas to Be Given a Practical — 
Prohibition District Established for 
Fruit-Stands — Gossip Concerning the 
Calumet Electric Street Rrilway Ordi- 

At the office of the Commissioner of Public 
Works yesterday Commissioner Aldrich, City 
Engineer Clark, and Assistant City Engineer 
Cook met the inventors and patentees of 
bridge gates and devices to prevent people 
from falling into the river when the bridges are 
turned, Each inventor brought a model of 
his device, and the Commissioner's office 
looked like the section of a county fair usually 
devoted to patent gates and churns. 

Most of the models were made of walnut 
wood and ornamented with polished brass 
finishings. Each genius was anxious to expa- 
tiate upon the qualities of his invention. Some 
of them were simple devices, and others com- 
plex and required a great deal of machinery. 

The one seemed the most simple could 
be placed at the 1 * of any of the mod - 
ern bridges with little expense. It consisted 
of a simple drop-gate operated by an attach- 
ment to the bridge. When the bridge 
opened the gate closed by its, own 
weight. Most of the gates were oper- 
at automatically. One proj a 
picket fence across the street when the bridge 
swung ; in another model a pantagraph-jointed 
barrier apparently flies up out of the river: 
and last there was one which guards bridge 
approaches by means of a ponderous letter 
„H“ fixed, wind-mill like, upon a central 
pier, to revolve across the street. When ver- 
tical the street is clear, when horizontal 
the H“ blocks passage. There were chain 
barriers and gates to slide like barn 
doors; safety devices with garden-gate guards, 
and every manner of mechanism to move 
these gates. All the mechanical principles 
were involved in the automatic arrangements— 
levers, cams, wedges, pinions, pawis, racks, 
pulleys, cogs, gears, inclines, weights, chaine, 
and pins. One man proudly declared that his 
gate would kill a span of horses if they “ran 
up agin’ it,” and another said that his would 
prevent suicides every time. 

After carefully examining all the models the 
Commissioner will direct that several of the 
most practicable be put on trial at some of 
the bridges where gates are most needed. The 
best device will be finally adopted.

NOT TO BE ALLOWED DOWN-TOWN. 


Prokibition District Established for Street 
Fruit Stands. 

Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich has 
extended the time for enforcing the order di- 
recting the owners of peanut and fruit stands 
to vacate the sidewalks until July 18. It was 
originally intended that the order should go 
into effect. today, but the time was extended 
yesterday, being the result of a conference 
between Mayor Washburne and the Commis- 
sioner anda number of South Water street 
wholesale fruit deaiers. 

Those represented at the conference were 
Porter Bros., James Adams, J. D. Raggio, J. 
G. Watson, J. M. Warner, M. Scanlon & Co., 
and J. H. Barnett. 5 8 

The following petition, signed by ninety- 
five merchants, was presented to the Mayor 
and Commissioner: ae ad 

Your 1 represent that they are whole- 
salers, dealers in fruit of all kinds in the City of 
Chicago, hawing their places of business on South 
Water street and in the streets in its vicinity com- 
prising what is known as the produce market of 
said city; that the fruit market of the City of 
Chie is the largest in the world and the vol- 
ume of the business there transacted exceeds that 
of any other fruit market; that the distribution 
of fruit is general amoug all classes of citizens; 
that a very large quantity of fruit is sold through 
the smaller venders to the working and laboring 
classes of citizens and those who are in the 
humbler walks of life; that these classes of peo- 


ple are reached largely through the venders of 


fruit who occupy what is known as fruit-stands, 
placed against stores and buildings on the busi- 
ness streets of the city, and more particularly 
State street. 

That the honorable Commissioner has issued an 
all fruit 
stands now existing in the business streets of Chi- 
cago against the buildings of such streets and 
will thereby cut off the facilities of the poorer 
classes to purchase fruits, and your petitioners 
show as a matter of fact that fruit sold at such 
stands is sold much cheaper than at the regular 
stores and caters to the class of trade which can- 
not be reached in any other way: that such order 
is, as your petitioners understand, to be enforced 
July 1; that should it be enforced, your potition- 
ers show that the sale and consumption of fruit in 
this city will be greatly reduced. 

Your petitioners believe that it is not for the 
best interests of the citizens of Chicago or its 
business that such order should be enforced, ex- 
cept in so far as fruit stands should be made to 
comply with ordinances of the city now in force. 
Your petitioners would therefore pray that the 
order so issued to abolish the fruit stands ad- 
joining buildings be so modified as to allow the 
same to remain. 

Mr. Adams, the spokesman of the delega- 
tion, said the order would affect 4,000 fruit- 
dealers in the city, nearly all of whom are re- 
ceiving fruit from wholesalers and jobbers 
under contracts running to December. The 
fruit business on those eontracts reached 
$90,000 daily, and tue sudden abolition of so 
large a number of retailing places would 
practically mean ruin to the venders and 
great financial loss to the wholesale men. 

When it was discovered that the Commis- 
sioner was intent upon enforeimg the order an 
extension of sixty days was asked. Mr. Al- 
drich said he would consent to modify the or- 
der by establishing a prohibition district 
within the territory bounded by the river.on 
the north and west, Van Buren street on the 
south, and the lake on the east, and enforce 
observance of the three-foot limit outside of 
the district. July 13 was finally agreed upon.

FOR THESE ONE MAY BE ARRESTED. 


An Official List of Violations of City Ordi- 
nances. 

It is expected that the Police Department 
will be a material aid in the enforcement of 
the ordinance relating to street obstruc tions. 
Commissioner of Public Works Aldrich is 
having prepared for the instruction of patrol- 
men the following list of violations of ordi- 
nances for which arrests may be made. It 
will be bound with blanks for serving notices: 

1. All signs standing on the sidewalk, except 
barber poles (which must be within three feet 
from the building line and not over six feet high. 

2. All swinging signs and all signs that project 
more than three feet from building line, or 
which are less than seven feet at bottom from 
sidewalk or which are more than two feet in 
width if of wood. 

3. All-signs or banners 8 — 5 across streets. 

4. All show-cases, boxes, barrels, merchandise, 
or goods of any kind placed on the sidewalk for 
display or storage, 

5. All fruit, candy, bootblack, or other stands 
on the streets or alleys or on the sidewalks or 
other — grounds of the City of Chicago. 

6. All awnings that are not eight feet from the 
top of the sidewalk their lowest point and 
that projects over more three-quarters of 
the sidewalk. 

7. The throwing or depositing of garbage, 
sweeps, scraps of paper, or refuge of any kind into 
the streets or on the sidewalks. 

8. In the construction of buildings not over one- 
third of the street shall be occupied for the stor- 
age of material and a free passageway of not less 
than four feet shall be maintained open. 

9. Vehicles containing garbage, butchers’ scraps, 
meats, etc.. not tightly cove and —— 

10. Standing of wagons, carriages, drays, cabs, or 
other public vehicles for the pu of awaiting 

atronage at places other than the stand regular- 
ly designated by the city authorities. 

11. Vehicles or persons carrying any device or 
signs for advertising purposes only which incum- 
ber or obstruct any street or alley or sidewalk. 

12. Any horses or vehicle stand.ag in streets so 
as to improperly obstruct or im public travel. 

13. Vehicles loaded and heaped up with ma- 
nure, sand, earth, and clay or rubbish so that 
the contents are scattered on the streets, 

14. Using water for sprinkling other than be- 
tween the hours of 6 and 7 a. m. and 6 and 8 p. m. 

15. Unnecessary waste of weter in livery or pri- 
vate barns for washing vehicles and other pur- 
poses by allowing water to run constantly.

Last December, soon after he 
was elected, he agreed, through his attorney, 
Mr. Bliss, to have the status of the whole diet-

fees for dieting were to go on as under the 
previous Sheriff. ; : 

An agreed case was immediately presented 
to the courts, the then County Attorney, Mr. 
Ewing, acting with Mr. Bliss in the matter in 
behalf of the County Board. Asa result of 
this agreement a decision has been reached in 
the lower courts unfavorable to Mr. Gilbert. 
But it was well understood from the begin- 
ning that the decision of the lower court would 
not be accepted as final, and therefore would 
not disturb the agreement. It was even stip- 
ulated that there should be an appeal, no mat- 
ter what the decision should be, 

Mr. Gilbert has taken an appeal in accori- 
ance with the terms of his stipulation. But 
now some of the “ reformers ”’ of the board— 
the worst in the history of Cook County: ex- 
cept the indicted and convicted one of a few 
years ago—insist that the decision of the lower 
court must be final and that Mr. Gilbert must 
govern himself accordingly. 

This is neither fair nor honest nor honora- 
ble. Mr. Gilbert is living up to the terms of 
his agreement. The “reformers” are not. 
Perhaps if Mr, Gilbert gave them some per- 

uisites in the way of bailiffships, deputy 
sheriffshi „etc., they would think otherwise 
about it. Their purpose evidently is to squeeze 
him officially at least. 

And in this connection it may be said that 
an absurd fuss is made about the Sheriff’s 
dieting bill. The whole amount for a year is 
about $20,000, or about one-fifth of the amount 
of public money which either Treasurer Kiol- 
bassa proposes to pocket as interest contrary 
to his pledges and the law or which Mr. Kern 
pockets because he says he is not bound by 
any plédges and the law is not sufficiently def- 
inite. 

Mr. Gilbert's proposition is fair. It ought 
to be accepted in good faith and the final de- 
termination of the case urged. A decision 
can be reached atthe fall term of the Su- 

reme Court if the County Board acts in good 

aith, as Mr. Gilbert has acted so far and as 
he pledges himself to do in the future.

After reading the communication to the 
board President Haskell said he presumed the 


members were sufficiently aware of the cir- 


cumstances which had led Dr. Rauch to take 
this action, He would, therefgre, refrain 
from any expression of opinion, but he desired 
a tribute to the services which Dr. 
Re had rendered tothe medical profession, 
to the cause of sanitary science, and to the 
lives of the citizens not only of Illinois but 
also of the country at large for 22 half a 
century. His name was known and honored 
on both sides of the Atlantic, Through his 
untiring energy, devotion to lofty ideals, and 
unhesitating self-sacrifice the board had come 
to be recognized as the most important factor 
in all questions of medical education, public 
sanitation, and the interests of the entire na- 
tion. He would not for the present express 
what he felt sure were the sentiments of his 
colleagues, but advised the board in accepting 
the resignation to appoint a committee to pre- 
pare an adequate expression of the high ap- 
preciation and esteem in which Dr. Rauch 
was held by the members and their regret at 
his resignation. 


This committee was then appointed, with in- 


structions to publish its report before the next 
meeting of the board. The committee con- 
sista of Drs. Newton, Bateman, Clark, and 
Ladice. The present office force was in- 
structed to continue until further orders were 
iven. 

5 The quarterly report of the Secretary stated 
the public health had been unusually good, 
contagious diseases having been rare. Ac- 
counts amounting to $3,167.43 were audited. 

It was decided to revoke all licenses of phy- 
sicians convicted of malpractice. Charges 
having been brought against Dr. S. E. Mo- 
Creary of Peoria for unprofessional and dis- 
honest conduct, he was surnmoned to appear 
before the board to show cause why his certiti- 
cate should not be revoked. He appeared by 
attorney, asked further time, and the case was 
postponed until the next meeting. 

A- petition was received from the Indiana 
Eclectic Medical College asking that their 
diplomas issued prior to May 15, 1890, be 
recognized. The petition was granted. Dr. 
Rauch was directed to investigate the standing 
of a certain medical college at Indianapolis. 

Dr. A. L. Clark was appointed to represent 
the board at the International Congress of 
Hygiene and Demography to be held in Lon- 
don next August. 


‘ ARSENIC AND AMMONIA. 


Remarkable Contrast in the Effect of Two 
Poisons on the Complexion. 

The slow absorption of many poisons 
changes in some more or less modified form 
the complexion, but arsenic and ammonia 
show their effect about as quickly as any. The 
popular belief that arsenic clears the com- 
plexion has led many silly women to kill them- 
selves with it in small, continued does. 

It produces a waxy, ivory-like appearance 
of the skin during acertain stage of the pois- 
oning, but its terrible after effects have be- 
come too well known to make it of common 
use as a cosmetic. 

The effects of ammonia upon the com- 
plexion are directly the opposite to that of 
arsenic. The first symptom of ammonia 
poisoning which appears among those who 
work in ammonia factories is a discoloration 
of the skin of the nose and forehead. This 
gradually extends over the face until the 
complexion has a stained, blotched, and un- 
sightly appearance. W ith people who take 
ammonia into their systems in smaller doses, 
as with their water or food, these striking 
symptoms do not appearso soon. The only 
effect of the poison that is visible fora time 
is a general unwholesomeness and sallowness 
of the complexion. 

Many people are slowly absorbing ammonia 
poison without knowing it. The use of. am- 
monia in the manufactures has greatly 
888 of late, and it is unquestion- 
ably used as an aduiterant in cer- 
tain food preparations. Official analyses 
have plainly showed its use even in such cheap 
articles of every-day consumption as baking 
powders. The continued absorption of am- 
monia in even minute quantities as an adul- 
terant in food is injurious not merely from its 
effect N the complexion, but because it de- 
stroys the coating of the stomach and causes 
dyspepsia and kindred evils. 

Professor Long of Chicago is authority tor 
the statement that if to 50,000,000 parts of 
water there is one part of ammonia the water 
is dangerous. 


CENSUS BUREAU FIGURES ON ALUMIZUM, 


Production of the Metal in the United 
States—Schools for the Blind. 

Wasaineton, D. C., June 30.—The Census 

Bureau in a bulletin on the subject of alumi- 


num says: 
This interesting metal has at last reached the 
stage of actual production, and the United States 
is now one of the leading producers. The all-im- 
portant feature ot the industry at present, how- 
ever, is the eftort by new processes to reduce the 
cost of making the metal. Prominence is there- 
fore given to a concise and exact résumé of the 
methods of extraction of aluminum and their re- 
sults for a number of years, with otber valuable 
information leading to this r The prod- 
uct for the census year 1969 was 47, pounds, in- 
cluding aluminum in alloys valued at $97,335. The 
— sources of aluminum have heretofore 
n cryolite from Greenland and imported baux- 
ite, but recent discoveries of bauxite have 


n 
made i in Arkansas, which will, na doubt, lead to 
the more extensive use of the domestic article. 
The burean has also issued a bulletin on the 
subject of schools for the blind. It appears 
that the total number of these schools in the 
United States in 1889 was 2,931, while in 1880 
the number was 2,041, an increase in the dec- 
ade of 890. This apparent increase, it is 
said, is due to some extent to the increased 
facilities for the reception and education of 
the blind in the schools established for this 
purpose.

CALIFORNIA’S TIN MINE, 


A “Boomer’s” Opinion of the Temescal’s 
Possibilities. 

Riverside (Cal.) Press, June 21: When Presi- 
dent Harrison stepped from the train at South 
Riverside while on his Western tour the first 
thing that greeted his eyes was a tall pyramid 
composed of bars of white metal and labeled 
The First American Tin, April 23, 1891. Col. E. 
N. Robinson, manager of the mine, was present 
and explained to the President that he was now 
looking upon the first tin in commercial form 
ever produced in the United States. The Presi- 
dent expressed his surprise and pleasure in his 
inimitable way and was then photographed 
standing beside the unique exhibit. A copy of 
the picture in White & r’s window is attract- 

much notice. 
impressed was the President with this epi- 
his journey that he referred to it in his 
speeches at several other towns in the State, and 
could he have visited the mine itself he would 
have found it a most interesting experience. 

It was soon after the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia, when the mountains in the most remote 
regions were being scoured by prospectors. that 
some Cornish miners came upon the remarkable 
en of tin on the conical little hill 
called Cajalco by the Indians, a name it still re- 
None but a Cornish miner would have 
izea the monumental croppings that stand 
twenty and twenty-five feet high, with a width of 
thirty feet, and the numerous seams that the eye 
can follow for long distances, as rich tin deposits. 
But what was tin when the yellow metal was so 
abundant! | 

The Rancho Sobrante de San Jacinto on which 
the discovery was made, was owned by the Sefiora 
Soreno, whose title was a Mexican grant. From 
her it was purchased years afterward by the San 
Jacinto Tin company, which secured a United 
States patent in 1876. The following year work 
was begun at the Cajalco croppings and soon 

ved beyond a doubt the richness of the depos- 
As the titie was sup by many to be in- 
valid this was the signal for a rush of prospectors 
and many „claims were staked out on the 
company's property. All operations of the com- 
pany were suspended to await the decision 
of court as to ownership. With the long and 
expensive litigation that followed and the final 
verdict rendered three years ago in favor of the 
tin company the reader is familiar. 

But du this long interval time and death 
had wrought many changes. The late Judge 
Conway, who was one of the most active and en- 
thusiastic owners, had passed into the great be- 
yond, and the company found itself in no position 
to continue the work begun so long 2 

Finally Col. Robinson went to England and 
here found matters quite different.

WORLD'S FAIR FINANCES. 


THE MANAGERS WORKING ON A NEW 
STOCK CANVASS. 


Rich Dodgers to Be Rlacklisted— Results of 
1,700 Suitse—The Collections to Date, 
$1,750,000—City Bonds Not Yet Avail- 
able—Results of Farther Investigations 
Into the Management of the Exposition 
by the Kepresentative of a Not Over- 
Friendly St. Louis Paper. 

Cuicaco, June 28.— [Special to St. Louis 
Globe- Vemocrat.]—World’s Fair finances are 
in a very satisfactory condit:on, so say the 
officers. An inquiry for something in detail 
was answered by Treasurer Seeberger with a 
statement of what his books showed on the 
20th of June. The management no longer 
tells in round millions, but has got down to a 
basis of dollars and cents. On the 20th of 
this month the stock subscriptions were $5,- 
537,760. That is official, When the Chicago 
people were in Washington eighteen months 
ago they gave out that their stock subscrip- 
tions then amounted to $6,500,000 and that 
new subscriptions were coming in daily. They 
had fixed $10,000,000 as the stock they expect- 
ed to issue. A million of the announced sub- 
criptions, it now appears, was wind, That, how- 


ever, is a very moderate percentage for Chi- 


cago. 

Treasurer Seeberger is able to state that 
the 20th of June his books showed there had 
been collected $1,748,517.20 on the $5,537,760 
stock subscribed. There have been three 
calls on the stock. The first was for 2 per 
cent. That was to furnish money for the 
campaign which was carried on at Washing- 
ton to ‘secure the location. It netted about 
$92,000, Ed Cragin, who was Field Marshal 
o’ the campaign, got $1,000a month. The 
rest of the preliminary pay-roll has never 
been made public. It is said to contain names 
which would make the public whistle long 
with surprise. 

The second call on the stock was 18 per 
cent. Mr. Seeberger says that 85 per cent 
has been collected on that call. The third call 
was made only about a month ago, and 32 
per cent of that has been collected.. The 
Treasurer is confident that he will get in at 


least 60 per cent of the third call by July. There 
seems tobe no reason to doubt this, al- 
though collections will have to come in faster 
than they did during the first year. The 18 per 
cent call was made on the 6th of May, 1890. For 
months the responses were slow. Then the man- 
agement resolved upon severe measures. Seven- 
teen hundred suits were instituted, and enough of 
them were pusbed to trial to show that the man- 
agement wasin earnest. It was given out that 
the 1,700 suits would be followed by 1,700 more, 
and this would be continued until every subscrib- 
er, great and small, who failed to pay had been 
brought into court. 


The Collection Department of the World’s Fair 
was organized for business. In it were men who 
had had experience in forcing tardy taxpayers to 
time. Thesubscribers protested. There were 22,420 
who had subscribed from $10 to $100. They were 
clerks and employés who had put down their 
names without a thought of the day of reckoning. 
In many cases there was what amounted toa 
moral compulsion by employers. A favorite ar- 
gument with those who passed the subscription 
book was that, having secured the location, Chi- 
cago would not have to raise the money, but 
would get it out of the general government. Then 
the effect of the location of the Fair upon real 
estate was worked. West Side subscriptions 
were gathered on the promise that the Fair would 

located out there. The same thing with vari- 
adons was put to the residents of the other sides. 
Naturally those subscribers who had failed 
the location and the benefit 
their roperty wanted to 
lie down and kick when the collector came round. 
This was not It appeared when the subscrip- 
tion lists were sifted that some queer tricks had 
been played. One man had put down a fictitious 
name and address in New York City for a sub- 
scription. When the collector went after some 
money he found no such person and no such num- 
ber. But thé most disreputable of all was the 
action of certain Chairmen of committees who 
put themselves down for a handsome number of 
shares of stock, went to those in their trades with 
the book, and then, before making their returns, 
erased their own subscriptions and wrote in a 
smaller number. Ip one case a committeeman 
put himself down for fifty shares, but after he had 
gone around with the book he rubbed out the five 
and put in a two. When the other subscribers in 
this book discovered how they had been tricked 
they refused to pay and courted suit in order to 
bring about an exposure of tne fraud. The man- 
agem nt granted the request fur suits and the 
committeeman was forced to restore his subscrip- 
tion to fifty shares. 

As these vigorous measures were fully enforced 
the money began to flowin. Not less than $500,- 
000 was paid up in a month. The subscribers 
grumbled and pleaded and protested, but with 
the judgments upon them they walked up and 
paid—that is, enough of them did to account for 
something over $5,000,000 subscriptions. But the 
other $1,000,000 and more in stock, which Chicago, 
a year and a half ago, informed Congress had 
been subscribed, never has proved its existence. 


The policy with which the army of delinquents 
has been forced to time commands admiration. 
It is a case of legal stand and deliver. with as lit- 
tle mercy about it as the James brothers used to 
show to the express companies. Having found 
this policy so effective the local directors have 
developed a scheme to swell the subscriptions. 
They expect to run the capital stock up to $7,500,- 
000, and haye some hope of reaching $10,000,000. 
To do this a stock subscription bureau has been 
organized. President Baker of the local direct- 
ory has selected for the head of this bureau Her- 
man Spruance, who had his wits educated by 
many years on the Chicago Board of Trade. Just 
what Mr. Spruance’s contract with the World’s 
Fair management calls for is a secret. A request 
for information on point was met with the 
answer that it was a private matter. The under- 
standing about headquarters is that Mr. Spruance 
is working up additional subscriptions on a com- 
mission, the terms of which are known to few be- 
sides himself and President Baker. As to the 
methods by which the new subscriptions are to be 
obtained something can be told. hen Mr. 
Spruance began his work he found that there were 
29.374 stock subscribers, of whom 22,420 were the 
little unfortunates with from $10 to $100 subscrip- 
tions. By comparison Mr. Spruance has made up 
a list of some — of Chicagoans who have 
not subscribed, but who, in his opinion and in that 
of the local directors, ought to come down. The 
little fellows have been disregarded in this new 
list. Particular effort has been made to find men 
whose property or business will be in some way 
helped by the Fair. x 

The grand squeezing began the first of this 
month.

OUR FIBERWARE IN MEXICO 


Made Unsalable by the Custom-House 
Classification. 

Wasarneton, D. C., June 25.—Consul Drayton 
sends tothe State Department from Tuxpan, 
Mexico, the following: 

1 have the honor to report for the informa- 
tion of the fiberware manufacturers of the 
United States (particularly in this case those of 
Mankato, Minn., and Lockport, N. I.) that there 
is some misundérstanding or disagreement in the 
classification ang manifestation of their manu- 
factured flberwa in this custom-house, the 
duties on them being placed so high that they are 
unsalable. 

“The com are manufactured as wood or 
wooden fiber ware, but the custom-house classi- 
fies them as paper or pasteboard ware, which 
pays a duty of 4 cents per kilogram; wood, 10 
cents; copper, 30 cents; iron, 20 cents; brass, 30 
cents; zinc 20 cents, and leather, 60 cents per 
kilogram. Consequently they are classed next to 
leather in duties. 

Therefore theso buckets or goods, after pay- 
ing their duties, cannot be sold for less than $1.50 
apiece, which makes them unmarketable, and, as

TO ANNUL A FRANCHISE. 


ACTION BEGUN AGAINST THE NORTH 
CHICAGO STREET RAILWAY CO. 


Property-Owners File a Bill for an Injune- 
tion in the Cireult Court—A Big Insar- 
ance Suit Decided by Judge McConnell 
—L. W. Beck Gains a Victory in His 
Litigation with the City—War on an Ice 
Machine Com pany—Miscellaneous. 


Frederick Sulzer and Otto E. Pietsch, prop- 
erty-owners on Ashland avenue, filed a bill in 
the Circuit Court to enjoin the North Chicago 
Street railroad company from laying tracks 
on Ashland avenue from Graceland avenue to 
Sulzer street. They allege the company has 
forfeited its rights under the ordinyace of 
1885 by delay. It is said that the raviroad 
waited until the city paved Ashland avenue at 
the expense of the abutting property-owners 
and at this late date seeks to tear up the 
blocks for double tracks. ‘The ordinance ob- 
tained by the company is said to be void and 
the court is usked to declare it so because of 
uncertainty and perpetuity. Judge Tuley 
granted an injunction. 


SUSTAINED THE PLAINTIFF'S CLAIM. 


Judge McConnell Decides an Insurance 
Suit Involving $300,000, 
An insurance fight involving $200,000 was the 


subject of a decision by Judge McConnell yester- - 


day. The Winona (Minno.) Mill company was the 
plaintiff. It was suing on thirty policies, aggre- 
gating $200,000. In the spring of 1880 fire de 
stroyed the mill and contents, and the insurance 
companies refused to pay the claims. 

In the body of each policy was a clause restrict- 
ing the aggregate insuranee to be carried by the 
company to $200,000, and providing for a forfeit- 
ure of risks if the condition was violated. But 
attached to the policy wasa printed slip classi- 
fying the amounts of insurance and allowing an 
additional amount to be placed on grain in stor- 
age and flour in process of manufacture. 

After the fire the insurance companies found 
that the mill people were carrying $300,000, Suit 
was brought, and the companies pleaded that the 
violated conditions absolved them from liability. 
Attorney Mayer, representing the plaintiff, ar- 
gued that the printed slip allowed heavier insur- 
ance in some classes, and did not forbid it in oth- 
ers. The slip, he said, was a substitute for the 
clause in the molicy, and he demurred to the de- 
fendants’ plea. Judge McConnell said the pleas 
did not raise issue with the declaration, and he 
sustained the plaintiff's position. 


Objections Raised to the Transfer. 

A petition in the nature of a quo warranto was 
filed in the Circuit Court yesterday in the name 
of the State to compel the Consolidated Ice Ma- 
chine company to show cause by what authority 
it is exercising the privileges and franchises of a 
corporation. The company has a capital stock 
of $200,000, of which little has been paid up, it is 
alleged. In October, 1890, the company made an as- 
signment, and its affairs are now being conduct- 
ed by Robert E. Jenkins as assignee. April 16. 
1591, the stockholders sold all the assets to the 
De La Verne Refrigerating company, and the lat- 
ter intends to use the franchises granted to the 
Consolidated Ice company. cause of 
the whole trouble. 


Mrs. Mitchell Awarded $100. 

By a decision rendered yesterday Judge Clifford 
sustained a baggage regulation in force on some 
railways. In March, 189, Mrs. Ada P. Mitchell 
bought a ticket over the Chicago aad Eastern 
Indiana and Savannah and Florida Western rail- 
roads to Palatka, Fla. She missed a trunk valued 
at and sued for damages.

Found in Beck’s Favor, 

Judge Collins yesterday settled the dispute be- 
tween L. W. Beck and the City of Chicago rela- 
tive to a fourteen-foot strip of land lying between 
the Normal School in Englewood and Wright 
street. Beck began to erect a $30,000 building, 
and during the construction the city authorities 
interfered on the claim that the house was on 
fourteen feet of the street, which was dedicated 
to the public by Beck. The latter contended that 
the city had vacated the dedication and that he 
was the owner and as such had paid taxes for the 
last five years. When the bill was Kk se- 
cured an injunction restraining the police from 
interfering with the building and the case was 
heard on a motion to dissolve the writ. 
It 2 said the Judge, that when 
Beck filed his bill ne was in possession of the 
propesty and held it long enough to construct a 

oundation. Being in possession he couldn't go to 
law in an ejectment or forcible detainer suit and 
without acourt of equity he would have his 
money in the ground without an opportunity to 
show his title. Affidavits of the city don’t show 
any dedication and the court was adverse to de- 
ciding the title on parole evi e without wit- 
nesses being in court. Nor Ww. s court willing 
to dissolve the injunction in face of a very 
strong record title presented by Beck. Perha 
every dollar Beck had was invested in this 

and it would be a hardship to deprive him of at 
least a chauce to prove his title at the final hear- 
ing. An appeal was prayed and allowed the city 
to the Appellate Court.

Chariton then sent Mr. Finley a communi- 
cation telling him in plain language what he 
thought about his action. Mr. Charlton 
thought it entirely out of place for his com- 
pany todo more than ask the Chairman to 
carry out the agreement. That circular, he 
said, was issued without authority, as it should 
bear the signature of the General Cassenger 
Agent of the Alton. He pro against 
Chairman Finley withholding his signature 
from any document emanating from his office. 
It was not in the province of the Chairman 
or of any member of the association to debar 
the Alton from all its rights asa full-fledged 
member in good ing of the Western 
Passenger Association. If the Chairman was 
acting under some special act of private leg- 
islation, made without the Alton’s consent, 
he was acting illegally, and such action might 
compel the Alton to issue its own circulars to 
connecting lines and to take individual action. 
In conclusion, Mr. Chariton said he must 
know where he stood, and that as quickly as 
possible in order that the Alton might take 
steps under the agreement to protect itself 
— place itself on an equality with other as- 
sociation lines. ’

; ‘WORLD'S FAIR SITE IN A BODY. 


Failed to Secure Employment 
They Placed Themselves on Record with 
the Contractors—Trouble Among the 
Tug Lines—Strike in the Office of the 
“Staats-Zeitung’’—Police Called to Pro- 
tect Non-Union Longshoremen. 

One hundred union carpenters went to the 
World’s Fair grounds yesterday in a body and 
applied for work. They were told that no 
more men were needed at present. They went 
in a body to put themselves on record so that 
eontractors who might wish to employ non- 
nuion men exclusively could not say that it 
was because they could find no union men. 

There was little new in the strike of the 
architectural ironworkers yesterday. T. P. 
Shriver, superintendent on the Fair“ build- 
ing for the George A. Fuller company, with a 
hammer in one hand and a hatchet in the 
other, chased several strikers from the build- 
ing. There was no bloodshed. Yesterday was 


the i cst day non-union shopmen were put 


at erk there. There was a secret meeting 
yesterday of bosses in the iron-working trade, 
but they declined to talk of their proceedings. 
There is $6,000 in the strikers’ treasury, both 
sides are determined, and the strike may be a 
dong one. 3 

Firemen and engineers on the tug boats are 
getting restless. Two firemen of the Vessel-.- 
Owners’ Towing company quit yesterday be- 
cause their demands of a raise of wages from 
$50 to $60 a month were not granted. Two 
engineers on the Dunham Towing line quit 
because they claimed their usual wages of 
$95 a month had been reduced to $85. Sev- 
eral firemen on the Chicago Towing line 
— — ie yesterday. At the Vessel-Own- 
ers quarters it was said: A few of the 
boys have quit. They usually do so as the 
Fourth of July approaches, but there is no 
danger of à genera! strike.“ 

The lathers’ strike was declared off yester- 
day by the men, who may be said to have 
won, as they secured the signatures to their 
| ment of all the large employers in the 
tity except one. 

The Staats-Zeitung newspaper has a strike 
of compositors. Typographical Union No. 9 
asked for eight hours’ work and a new tariff— 
that is, some union regulations as to office 
rules. This demand was made a month ago 
from all the German dailies of the city. The 
Arbeiter-Zeitung, Abendpost, and Freie Presse 

ted the demands. e Staats-Zeitung re- 
— A committee of compositors repre- 
senting the union called upon the managers 
of the paper yesterday with their demands. 
They were refused and the thirty-five compos- 
itors struck. Their places were partially 
filled, so the paper will be issued on time 
this morning. The Aurora Turnverein de- 
cided at its last Sunday’s meeting that unless 
the Staats-Zeitung granted the requests of its 
union compositors the society would boycott 
the paper, and the Central Labor Union an- 
it will take similar action in the 
case. 

Trainmen Not at All Worried. 

Regarding the telegram from Terre Haute 
in yesterday’s Trrpune to the effect that the 
Supreme Council of the Federated Order of 
Railway Employés had by vote expelled the 
Brother food of Trainmen because of their 
having conspired with the Northwestern rail- 
road in the recent lockout of tne switchmen 
Vice-President Downey of the Switchmen’s 
Association said: I bave received no official 
notification of such action. It may or may 
not be true. I will not talk of it until I am 
certain as to the authenticity of the report.“ 
Yar@master McNerney of the Northwestern 

who figu so prominently in the 
switchmen’s lockout and who is a member of 
the Trainmen’s Brotherhood, said: If it is 


‘true that the trainmen have been expelled 
they will go on as they have been, doing their du- 
- ty. They lived before they got into the feder- 


ated orderand they will continue doing so. The 

states that the expulsion was made 
by the votes of the switchmen and Brother- 
hood of Railway Conductors. It is a fact that 
there is not a member of this last-named or- 
ganization in Chicago on this road. I intend 
now i sy > suit in court for slander 
against Grand Master Sweeney of the Switch- 
men’s Association, Editor Hall of the Switch- 


men's Journal, and Editor Debs of the Fire- 


men’s Journal. The two last named in their 
and Sweeney in a speech called me a 
gab. I can prove I am not and never have 
been. It does a great harm to a man in labor 
circles to be called a ‘scab.’ I intend to seek 
satisfaction at the hands of the law.“ 

The vessel agents called in the police yester- 
day to protect their workmen from the strik- 
ing longshoremen. At the Union docks the 
Chemung was unloaded yesterday by non- 
union men under the eyes of a half-dozen Cen- 
tral Detail offi The employés who work 
by the month were asked to take the places of 
the strikers. They declined, and forty of them 
struck. The Lycom of the Anchor line 
was also unloaded under police protection. 


Fifty non-union lumber-shovers were put at 


work yesterday unloading the Erie boats. A 
number of strikers greeted them with cat- 
calls, but were driven away by policemen. 
The lake line agents held an informal meeting 
yesterday and decided to stand firm in refus- 
ing to grant the demands of the strikers. 

: Proposed Catholic Labor Union. 

All the tongues in labor circles were a-wag- 
ging yesterday over the cablegram from Lon- 
don published in Tue Trisune to the effect 
that the Catholic church intended. to form a 
labor union among its members; that the 
union should include skilled and unskilled 
laborers; the initiation fee to be small; that 
its aims would be to wean its members from 
socialistic doctrines; to maintain a good 
standard of ＋ and secure employment for 
its members; t it would be on the line of 
the Pope’s recent encyclical on labor, and that 
Cardinal as would organize the branch 
in England and Cardinal Gibbons the section 
in the United States. 

Neither Archbishop Feehan nor the Vicar- 
General could be found, but Chancellor Mul- 
doon said: I read that cablegram. We 
have heard nothing of that here yet. It may 
be true or untrue.. That would be a tremen- 
dous undertaking to organize the Catholic 
working people. It would take years to ac- 
complish it. Cardinal Manning has long been 
interested deeply in the condition of the la- 
boring people and to him such would bea 
labor of love largely. I am of the impression

The wheat market started off strong under the 
influence of better cables and the character of 
the reports that were coming from Russia regard- 
ing the deplorable situation there. There was 
also the decrease in the quantity of wheat and 
flour on passage of 888.000 bu, and this rather in- 
duced buying.
